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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant cancelled claims 1-13 and 19-28 and 
presented new claims 29-46. Claims 14-18 are withdrawn. The new claims will require further search and consideration and will not be 
entered. 

Claims 23, 24 and 25 have been cancelled and therefore the 35 USC 112 2nd paragraph rejection is withdrawn. 

Applicants arguments are not persuasive and moot in view of new claims presented and previously rejected claims being cancelled. The 
claims, as amended would require further search and consideration. Applicants argue that the Examiner failed to show that the 
combination of Roberts and Scari would inherently produce the claimed properties. As the combination of Roberts in view of Scari provides 
the same structure as the claimed invention, it is presumed the properties would also be inherent. The burden of proof is on the Applicant 
to present evidence of unexpected results. 
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
